FIGHTING DESCRIBED 


With the British Armies In 


the Field, July 11—(Via Lon- 
don)—After an assault of last 
night the British remain in 
possession of Contalmaison, 
holding it against German 
counter attacks and furious 
shell fire. Fighting continued 
through the night, from Ovil- 
lers and LaBoisselle to Trones 
wood. The British, bombing 
their way forward, gained 
considerably in Mametz wood 
and took all except the point 


of the fiercely disputed pear- 
shaped Trones wood, clearing 
the way with each step to- 
ward the German second line 


on the ridges beyond. 
The infantry was at such 


close quarters in the woods 
that the guns on neither side 
are firing at the first line for 
fear of hurting their own men. 
Overhead shells are scream- 
ing past into the reserves, to 
keep them a safe 
distance 


• from the second positions.

At the meeting of the 


board of control Tuesday 
morning the shortage of the 
water supply was one of the 
questions seriously 
consid- 


ered. 


It was deemed advisable to 


again call the attention of the 
public to the rule forbidding 
the use of the hose for sprin- 
kling between 6 a. m, and 6 
p. m. and that the hose 
must be held in the hand 


when used. 


• The city uses about 3000

kling. At the present time,

$197,000,000 REVENUE BILL UP TO SENATE 


Washington, July 11.—The ad- 


ministration's ' $197,000,000 rev- 
enue bill, passed by tlic house yes- 
terday, went to the-senate-today. 
The house vote was 240 to 140, 34 
Republicans and 5 Progressive 
Republicans voting with the Dem- 
ocrats for the bill. 


The measure 
would repeal 


emergency stamp taxes and put 
taxes on incomes, inheritances 
and war munitions profits. 
It 


also would create a tariff com- 
mission, lay a protective tariff on 
dye stuffs, and prevent dumping 
by foreign trade in this country 
after the European war. The sen- 
ate will have to consider several 
amendments 
incorporated, 
re- 


gardless of Democratic leaders' 
opposition, before the bill passed 
the house j'esterday. .These would 


eliminate the proposed tax of $1 
for each $1.000 of bank capital, 
surplus an3 undivided profits, re- 
duce the salaries o'f the five-mem- 
bers of the tariff.commission from 
$10,000 to $7,500 annually, and 
allow $300,000 to the commission 
for the first year only instead o! 
appropriating that sum yearly foi 
an indefinite period. Among the 
amendments adopted on recom- 
mendation of the ways and means 
committee was one providing a 
special 
manufacturers' 
tax 


three cents on each 10,000 cigar- 
ettes produced.

Famous Yale Battery Was Enlisted To Full War 


Strength Within A Week, Says Reuben Horchow 


A graphic description of the or- 


ganization and 
personnel of the 


famous Yale battery, of which he 
is a member, is given by Reuben 
Horchow, son of 'Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Horchow, Fourth street, 
in an article written for 
The 


Times. Mr. Horchow was gradu- 
ated from Yale recently with high 
honors. He holds the record for 
marksmanship in the "battery. 


Besides being a member of the 


intievy, he was associate editor of 
the Yale Daily News and interest- 
ed directly in many college activi- 
ties. 


He will leave, within the next 


few days for New York City,

The article is as follows: 
The Yale Battalion of Field Ar- 


tillery was organized in Novem- 
ber, 1915. It is, to be quite ac- 
curate, one battery .lai'ger^than,.a 
battalion being-composed of four 
batteries, A, B, C and D, of 3-inch 
pins of the latest model; but for 
administrative 
purposes 
these 


four form the First Battalion and 
the two other batteries of the reg- 
iment comprise the Second Bat- 
talion of the 10th Militia Field 
Artillery, Connecticut 
National 


fiuard, now mustered in-as a fed- 
eral force. 


The plan of having such an or- 


ganization took shape at Platis- 
mirg last summer, and acting on 
the advice of Major-General Leon- 
ard 'Wood it was decided to organ- 
ize as an artillery unit rather than 
as infantry. Moreover, in order 
to give the United States a maxi- 
mum of service, plans were made 
to organize the proposed unit as a 
part of the regular militia, subject 
to all the calls which might be is- 
sued. The war 
department au- 


thorized the enlistment, of

Imtiery at a peace strength of 133 
men but when applications were

Equipment Valued

With a few delays, equipment 


'and material valued at over $150,- 
000 was sent and work was on in 
earnest. Later, examinations for 
the eligible list were held and 
some 40 men passed, thus' qualify- 
ing for commissions..

eligible list, each battery elected 
four lieutenants, the government 
having ap'poiiited as captains of- 
ficers of 
much 
experience in 


guard and army work. 
. '"When it is remembered that the 
entire personnel of the battalion 
is composed of Yale students, one 
realizes to some extent, the fine 
spirit that was shown. This or- 
ganization is the only college unit 
which is a part of the National 
Guard, and consequently. the only 
college unit which answered the 
recent call when, for a time, war 
with Mexico seemed a certainty. 
It is Yale's proud boast that her 
sons are always at the fore when 
duty calls. 


The -work- was 
enthusiastically 


carried on. Eaoh battery had a 
regular drill night once a week, 
and later classes in equitation 
were formed requiring .from one 
to three afternoons each week. In 
addition to this one night a week 
was -spent in class room work in 
preparation 
for 
examinations 


siven by the war department on 
artillery work. ' These examina- 
tions are five in number, Drill 
Regulations, Administration, Ma- 
terial, Tactics and Map Reading, 
and form the basic course for all 
officers.

STAIR STEPS 


There are two kinds of Blair steps, 
those wjiich go up and those •wfaica 
go do-rn. Tiiere are about as many 
of one ilnd as there are c£ the other, 
and where yon find one kind you can 
usually look around and Snd some o* 
the other in the saae vicinity. Stair 
steps are very gregarious. 


Now and then a stair step gets off 


by itself, but it is not much use. 
They are more usually found in 
droves of from fifteen to several hun- 
dred. Ltee the bee, the stair step Is 
efficient only in its relation to a 
social group. 


There is a great waste In stair 


eteps. Most people find a ;uper5uity 
of them "wherever they go, and util- 
ize only about one-half of the steps 
provided. Ererv alternate stair step 
could be done away with very well. 


The chief competitors of stair 


steps are hills and elevators. You 
can get up high just as well by climb- 
ing a hill or riding in an elevator as 
you can by u=ing stair steps. An 
elevator is a much straighter line be- 
tween t'x'o points than either stair 
steps or a hill. Steps always take 
you a little bit out of the way—that 
is, they always angle about forty-five 
degrees. Circular stair steps are an 
exception to this rule; they take you 
directly where you want to go, but 
vou are drunk when you get there 
and have forgotten what you came 
alter. Siair steps require absolutely 
no attention except an occasional 
sweeping, while elevators have to be 
oiled.

There are two kinds of stair steps, 
those Tvhich BO

go down. There are about as many 
of one kind as there are of the other, 
and where you find one kind you can 
usually look around and find some of 
the other In the same vicinity. Stair 
steps are very gregarious.

' by itself, hut It is not much use.

Steps always take 
you a little bit out of the way—that 
is, they always angle aboiltrforty-flvo 
degrees. Circular stair steps are an 
exception to this rule; they take you 
directly where you want to go, but 
you are drunk when you get there 
and have forgotten what you camo 
after. Stair steps require absolutely 
no attention except an occasional 
sweeping, while elevators have to be 
oiled.
